Russia, who joined the league 


In 1934, was not represented at the 
league meetings and had refused 
league mediation of her 
quarrel 


with Finland. 
Before the vote France declared 


she would give the Finns "all the 
help we can up to the limit of our 
own defenses." 
Four members of the council, In- 


cluding Finland, abstained 
from 
voting on the expulsion motion. 
The others were China, Yugosla- 
via and Greece. 
The vote was on a resolution 


which declared that as a result of 
Russia's actions toward 
Finland 


"the USSR no longer is a member 
of the,league." 


Unanimous vote of the council is 


necessary to expel a member. Ab- 
stentions do not effect ur.~.;r.:l'.y, 
-'' This was the f 1'frst time In league 
history that a nation had been ex- 
pelled. 
The council acted after the as- 
sembly had condemned Russia as 
an aggressor, called on its mem- 
bers to aid Finland and approved 
an invitation to non-league nations, 
such as the United States, also to 
help the little republic. 


Both Adjourn. 
The council and assembly both 


adjourned after taking action on 
the Russian-Flnnfsh issue. 
Jbseph Paul-Boncour, the French 


delegate, just before the conuctl 
vote declared that although France 
would give Finland 
all possible 


help and would vote for Russian 
expulsion, she could not do so with- 
out recalling past aggressions. 
\ Paul-Boncour told the 
council 
(that aggressions 
which preceded 


"this one made it possible." 
He declared that the league 


"perhaps Is waking a little late." 
The council move to expel Rus- 
sia followed action by the assem- 
bly condemning Russian aggres- 
sion and asking members to aid 
Finland. 


The text of the council resolu- 
tion read: 


"The couno.'l having taken cog- 
nizance of the resolution adopted 
by the assembly Dec. 14 regard- 
Ing the appeal of Finnish govern- 
ment: 
"First, associates Itself with the 


condemnation by the assembly of 
the action of the USSR against the 
Finnish state, and, 


"Second, for reasons set forth 


in the resolution of the assembly 
by virtue of article 16, paragraph 
four of the covenant.

HELSINKI, Dec. 14.—(ff)—Mili- 
tary observers reported the Finns 
were in position today to organize 
counter-attacks after stopping the 
Soviet Russian invasion 
on 
the 
Karelian isthmus. 


A Finnish army communique re- 


ported last night the Red Army 
had been brought to a standstill, 
and that fighting on the 
isthmus 
was localized. 


On the eastern or middle front, 
the Finns said the Russians con- 
tinued fierce attacks but that coun- 
ter-attacks cost the Russians "great 
losses." 
Five Russian tanks, five 


anti-tank guns, four field guns and 
many machine guns were reported 
caputured. 


(A Russian communique from 


headquarters of the Leningrad mil- 
itary area said an advance of be- 
tween 65 and 66, miles into Finland 
had been made on the eastern 
front. 


(On the northern shore of Lake 


Ladoga, the Russian communique 
reported an advance of about sev- 
en miles. 


(It added that unfavorable wea- 
ther prevented aerial action.) 


The Finnish communique said 
Russian planes flying above the 
clouds had-dropped bombs in the 
vicinity of Hanko. 


The Finnish air force, it said, 


made successful 
bombings 
and 


machine-gun rains on Russian me- 
chanized forces and Infantry 'in 
different sectors of the war area." 


(A sidelight on Arctic warfare

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Dec. 14.—(fP)—The Ger- 


man pocket battleship Admiral Graf Spee, her steel 
rent by British guns and 36 of her crew dead, clung to 
her refuge today in this neutral port while two of the 
three British cruisers which engaged her in a 14-hour 
running battle yesterday mounted guard out at aea. ~- 


The third criser, the crippled Exeter, 
which 
was 


knocked out of the fight, after four hours of cannonad- 
ing, limped into the Rio De La Plata to a position 12 
miles off Montevideo. 


As British legation officials sailed out to board her, 


reports were current there were many dead and wound- 
ed aboard the cruiser but nothing official had been is- 
sued on casualties either among the crews of the Ex- 
eter or her fellow fighters, the Achillies and the Ajax, 
all of which were damaged. 


Internment for the duration of the European war

CHAMBERLAIN SAYS 


MUST AID FINLAND 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS AND 
BRITISH CRUISERS' ACTION 


ARE LAUDED 


More Cotton Is

LONDON, Dec. 14.—(/P)—Prime 


Minister Chamberlain declared to- 
day "the gallant action" of "three 
comparatively small British ships 
against a much more heavily arm- 
ed adversary"

Admiral Graf Spee. 
Lauding tho League of Nations' 


action In condemning Russia for 
her Invasion of Finland, Cham- 
berlain told the house of com- 
mons- that "Germany alone among 
the nations even now Is abetting 
by word and deed the Russian 
aggression." 


"Wo must give what help and 
support we can to the latest vic- 
tim of these destructive forces," 
the prime minister 
said, "but 
meanwhile It Is only by concen- 
trating on our task of resistance 
to German aggression and 
this 


attacking the evil at its root that 
we can hope to save the nations 
of Europe from the fate which 
otherwise must overtake them." 
In his final war review before 
parliament's 
Christmas 
recess 


Chamberlain declared "the Fin- 
nish army has proved itself by 
far the bettor fighting force in 
anything but numbers." 
Chamberlain Indignantly denied 
German charges that the British 
used mustard gas shells In the 
battle of Uruguay.

lain's statement that "In addition 
to air supplies to Finland

No Third Term, Says Wheeler.

SMALL SHIPS SLASHED AT

"I have been requested to make 
a statement as to poll tax require- 
ments 
resulting from a 
recent 


decision of the Supreme Court of 
Texas. Tho Supremo Court, In 
the case of Powell vs. City of 
Barid, decided on May 31, 1938, 
held definitely that persons re- 
siding in municipalities In Texas 
who are subject to a city poll 
tax and who are not exempt by 
virtue of being over ago or un- 
der ago or physically disabled, 
must have paid their city poll 
tax as well as their county poll 


k tax in order to be a legal voter 
'in any and all elections. The Su- 


preme Court held as follows: 
"As already 
stated, 
Article 


1030 
R.C.S. as amended supra, 
authorizes cities to levy an an- 
nual poll tax of $1.00.

Spee to run the gauntlet of British 
cruisers holding a "death watch" 
outside the harbor of Montevideo, 
Uruguay, was forecast today In a 
NBC broadcast 
from the 
South 


American port. 
The NBC announcer said the 
German ship was rushing repairs 
and 
seemingly desperate 
efforts 
were being made to sail out of the 
harbor before a time deadline in- 
terned the Graf Spee for the dura- 
Jon of the war. 
He also said a reinforced squad- 
ron of British cruisers was lying In 
wait at the mouth of the Plate 
river, but did not specify the ships 
Involved. 


One hint, he said, of the German 


plan was given when the German 
tanker Tacoma, loaded with 600,000 
gallons of fuel 'oil, steamed out to 
set—presumably to await the Graf 
Spee and refuel her. 


Also on the broadcast was a man 


who went out into the harbor in a 
motorboat and observed the Ger- 
man battleship at fairly close range. 


"The Graf Spee was full of bat- 
tle scars," he said. 


NBC said that the 30 men dead 
on the Graf Spee would be brought 
ashore' late this afternoon and 
burled In the neutral territory of 
Montevideo. 
Cotton Declined 


Over $3 Bale In 
Thursday Market 


NEW YORK, Dec. 
14.—(ff)—The 


price of cotton tumbled more than 
$3 a bale In futures dealings today 
on a rush of profit selling prom- 
pted by the $4 a bale rise of Tue.s- 
day and Wednesday. 


From the outset the market was 


under pressure, due to a wide break 
in Liverpool cotton prices follow- 
ing several sessions of spectacular 
rise. 


In the New York market selling 


became heavy after a short lived 
morning rally, and prices reached 
their lowest levels In the final 
hour. 


Other commodities futures were 


mixed within narrow ranges. An 
exception was silk, up 15 cents 
a 


pound for the third successive 
time. The stock market 
turned 


irregular after extending Wednes- 
day's rally In early trading.
